London, June 15. 


' Douglas Timins, aged sixty, detective story-writer and St. 
Marylebone borough councillor, yesterday secured the first 
decree nisi of divorce granted in the English courts on the 
grounds of incurable insanity. 


His chse, brought under the 
new Matrimonial Causes Act 
sponsored by Mr. A. P, Herbert, 
took two hours to decide. 

‘Undefended divorce cases usually 
tnke only a few minutes, Of the 
four insanity cascs in the Ist yes- 
terday, one was still unfinished at 
the end of the day. 

Two dillcultics {nce judges in this 
new type of divorce case. 

Doctors are reluctant to give evi- 
dence that a person is incurably In- 
sane. Yesterday when asked the 
question they unually replied: “There 
is.no known cure at the moment.” 

The other difficulty is that persons 
alleged to be insane must have their 
interests rafeguarded by a represen- 
tative of the official solicitor. 

Mr.. TimIns, tall, military-looking 
lives In Great Titchfeld-street, Lon- 
don, W. He way married in Septem- 
ber 1006, 

He sald: “Io was married when 
T was twenty-four. This law is a 
great blessing. 

“My wife has been so terribly ill 
that I have not been allowed by 
doctors to see her for years.” 


‘IRRECOVERABLE’ 


Mr. S. Karminskl, for Mr. Timins, 
sald: “The words used In the Act are 
‘incurable insanity’ The word ‘in- 
curable’ as applicd to tnsanity is one 
which docs not find much favour 
among those who speciallse in the 
treatment of mental diseases. 

“Medical withesses will probably 
use the word — ‘irrecovernbie’ 
Whether that is the same as ‘in- 
curable! t's for the judge te decide.”

Naval Export Gives 
Information 


London, July 10, 

Headed "Japan's * topeHcuvy 
Ships,” the muin article in to-day’s 
Sunday Times chief news page, by 
its naval correspondent, Licut-Com- 
mander Kenneth Edwards, states: 

“I understand from well-informed 
circles that Japan is becoming great- 
ly concerned at the unseaworthiness 
and instnbillty of many of the new 
vessels now being completed for the 
Japanese Navy. . 

“Japanese naval designers, it 
would appear, have lost sight of the 
all-{mportant factor of scaworthiness 
in their deslre to mount more guns 
than are curried by equivalent ships 
Jn other navies, 

“The first. indication of this ten- 
dency was when a Japanese tor- 
pedo boat, the Tomoduru, capsized 
during manoeuvres two years ago. 

“The result of this ‘accident was 
that a whole class of slx or more of 
these ships was modified» and. the 
welght of armament reduced, 

“The crulsera of the Mogami class, 
laid down Jn the spring of 1934, 
which caused some stir in the world, 
despite the close secrecy which sur- 
rounds Japanese naval affairs, it is 
now known were far from success- 
ful. All slx of them failed to join 
the fleet in the tlme originally in- 
tended, some of them belng delayed 
in the dockyards for more than one 
year, while modifications were car- 
ried out, 

“These modifications have been 
concerned with the stability of the 
ships, and I understand that the 
Japanese hove been foreed to remove 
one of the main armament gun ture 
rety to dive them sufficient stability. 
Thus the main armament of these 
ships has been cut down from fifteen 
Ol-iInch guns to twelve, 

“No amount of modification after 
construction can, however, make 
these ships so good ag they might 
have been If properly designed tn the 
first place, 


USE OF GYROSCOPES 


“Because of the great difliculttes 
and many failures the Japancse 
Navy js experiencing over stability 
with its ships, large experiments are 
being carried out with gyro stabllis- 
ers. 1 understand that Japan js fit- 
ting gyro stabilisers to her two new 
alreraft carriers, Hiryu and Sryu. 
Japan is detertnined to stabilise these 
ships by artificial means, 

“Japanese engineers are of the 
opinion that the failures with gyro 
stabilisers has been due tothe usc 
of gyroscopes of too little webght. 
They are reported to have come to 
the conclusion that an efficient gyro 
stabiliser must have a weight of at 
least three per cent. of the total dis- 
placement of the shlp. This means 
that the gyroscopes to be fitted to 
the Hiryu and Soryu will be more 
than 300 tons in weight. 

“Naturally this will impose a 
tremendous strain on the = ships. 
Imagine a 10,000-ton ship rolling un- 
der the influence of the long Pacific 
seas, but held rigid by o 300-ton 
gyroscope in {ts hull. Many British 
engineers are of the opinion that no 
efficient hull capable of withstanding 
such {nternal strain could be bullt. 

“It js impossible to assess ac- 
curately the power of the Japanese 
Navy, but Britlsh naval circles con- 
sider that {t can never be the force 
that Jnpan desires it to be until 
Japanese warship designers show a 
fuller appreciation of the fact that 
seaworthiness is the first require- 
ment of any vessel,”’—Reuter,

THIS WEALTHY 
WORLD 


Mr. H. B. Butler “has just 
published the last of the Annual 
Reports of the International 
Labour Organisation for which 
he will be responsible, for he is 
leaving Geneva before the end 
of this year to take up his new 
appointment at Oxford. These 
Annual Reports have always 
been cagerly looked forward to 
by internationalists and econo- 
mists not only because they con- 
tain the history of the LL.0O. 
during the past year, but even 
more perhaps because of their 
invaluable and impartial survey 
of economic and industrial con- 
ditions prevailing throughout 
the world. The Report for 1937 
is no exception to the rule. To 
many the chief points of interest 
may well lie in such assertions, 
supported by facts and figures 
as that “the prosperity of 1929 
has been regained and surpasa- 
ed” and that “on the surface 
there ig ground for satisfaction 
in the present state of employ- 
ment if the world be taken as 
a whole’. But Mr. Butler ‘is 
under no illusions. “Should an- 
other general war break out”, he 
declares, “n total collapse is 
practically certain’’—and since 
“public money, mostly borrowed, 
is being poured out without 
stint for armament purposes 
« .. and export trade is being 
sacrificed to the needs of home 
defence” “the seeds are being 
sown for unemployment in tho 
future”, There is an almost 
pathetic reference to the sort of 
world there -might be, if the 
League of Nations ideal of-last- 
ing Peace and co-operation were 
not being discarded everywhere 
in favour of Power Politics. 
“No one could doubt”, he writes, 
“that, if by some magic formula 
peace were suddenly guaranteed 
for the next ten years, there 
would be such an acceleration of 
the world’s economic rhythm as 
would outstrip all previous re- 
cords”,. Among a number of 
other facts and tendencies that 
aro recorded it may be that the 
most significant is the increas- 
ing industrial activity of Asiatic 
countries. This is true of China, 
India, Java, ete. but’ is most

For more than 50 years 
music has been: my mas- 
ter and my life. Therefore 
if I were Musical Dictator I 
should at least bring to the 
job a clear understanding of 
the world of music and its 
problems. And there are 
plenty of problems, 

Yet should not need to 
making my 

first’ decree, Fe es : 
It should be addressed, 
marked “Urgent and Overdue,” 


to ‘the Universities of Oxford’ 


and Cambridge, neither of which 
has ever decided that its duty 
as guardian of our culture 
clamoured for the establishment 
of a permanent . professional 
orchestra, " 

That is a shameful state of 
affairs, and has amazed many 4 
distinguished foreign musician 
who has attended at either 
university to = reeeive an 
honorary degree in music. My 
decree would require it to be set 
right. 

If that seems a trifling reform 
tu come so early on h dictator's 
list, let me point out that it is 
important because it is a 
symptom of what may be called 
the “official” attitude to music 
in England. 

Music is the only art that is 
treated here as ‘anybody's job, 
free to flourish where some 
brilliant impresario likes to 
court bankruptcy or a wealthy 
private patron cares to Javish on 
it his wealth: equally free to 
languish and die if private 
enterprise cannot keep it alive. 

Next [I should instruct all 
towns and cities with  popula- 
tions of 100,000 or more tu set 
up civic orchestras. These 
orchestras would give Promen- 
ade concerts six times a week 
throughout the entire year, 

At least one in ten of these 
concerts should include a work 
for choir and orchestra: and so 
I should make sure that our 
magnificent choirs were rescued 
from the slough into which some 
of them slipped . when broad- 
casting began, 

Probably you are burning to 
tell me that my decree would 
mean setting up ‘about 500 
orchestras giving nightly con- 
certs, Quite so; and why not? 
Is it too much to assign to music 
about one eighth of the enter- 
prise and facilitics that the 
cinema enjoys? 

But people don't want 
these concerts, you object. 

How do you know that? No- 
body was clamouring for sum- 
mer evening concerts in London 
when Robert Newman opened 
the Queen's Hall and started the 
Proms 43 years ago. Yet there 
is no doubt about these concerts 
being wanted now, nor has there 
been any doubt for many a 
year, 

_People did not. demand 
cinemas or broadcasting, or any- 
thing but bare necessities, until 
they were provided. So with 
concerts, the Intent demand 
exists everywhere as it existed 
in London. 

, After five years or orchestras 
m every centre with a popula- 
tion of 100,000, no body would 
doubt the demand. . 

We have not got the 
concert-halls for such 2 scheme? 
Well, let's build them. 1 pro-

It is impossible to exaggernte 
our debt to these musicians, 

Wherever there is a church 
there is an organist, and more 
often than not he is) the man 
who organises and conducts the 
local choir, orehestra and opera 
society. Yet even to-day, the 
church organist is treated ag a 
nonentity. 

In the official life of the 
church he is merely the parson’s 
unrecognised servant. Keven 
the Enabling Act of 1924, which 
recognised the rights of the 
verger, conferred on the or- 
ganist and choirmaster no rights 
whatever. My decree should 
make him the parson’s partner 
in the service of God. 


Brings Happiness 


SCHOOLS should come 
next on my list. The 
trouble with music in schools is 
that it is still regarded as an 
“extra” or a “frill.” That’ is 
sheer unenlightened nonsense. 

It is not obvious that some 
measure of understanding of 
music would add to the bright- 
ness and happiness of almost 
everybody’s Hfe? Regarded 
simply as a study, music is as 
good an intellectual discipline as 
any subject in the school cur- 
riculum: considered as a cultural 
asset, it holds a place second to 
none. 

Why, then, does music occupy 
so modest a place in the minds 
of educationists? And, believe 
me, it does, 

I know you can point to official 

reports to show that the Board 
of Education smiles on music, 
but I, and every other choir con- 
the 
great mass of young folk emerge 
from the schools wihthout being 
able to sing at sight a simple 
melodic line. 
““Our schools are still turning 
out people who are. musically 
illiterate. They should hear 
from the Musical Dictator! 


Encourage Composers 
PERHAPS a dictator ought 
not to seek to impose his 
will on composers, although it 
would appear that modem 

Russia does not‘ share that 
view. Yot I might presume to 
submit a few suggestions for tho 
consideration of composers.’ : 

Ig it wise, I should ask, to be 
quite so exacting in your de 
mands? The modern composer 
is. too apt to write music that 
demands a colossal. orchestra 
and prodigal rehearsal if it is,to 
be performed. ; 

Or he will write music for 
choirs that treats voices unskil- 
fully and unkindly, forgetting 
that choristers ‘are amateurs 
and want to enjoy themselves, 

And is not too much modern 
musle a ‘bit stiff for listeners 
also? : 

_ Thess things would be men- 
tioned by way of discovering 
whether composers, are capable 
of taking a hint. ¢ 

My hints should: be accom- 
panied by a promisé: that any 
worthy music they wrote should

. the Southern lodge at 
Naples that the Italian proprietor 
of the now forlorn estnte where 
Baphomet still stands became, at 
the beginning ‘of the last century, an 
ndept of the powerful fraternity 
which once had over 9,000 branches 
In Europe and whose castles in Pales- 
tine, bigger than the Tower of Lon-~ 
don, still stand to-day. 

To most people the miagic of 
modern science has made the en- 
chantments of the Middle Ages seem 
ridiculous, but there are places 
where, their memory still lingers. 

T cun imagine no more suitable 
sutroundings for the invocation of 
the powers of evil than the cold, 
bat-haunted darkness of the under- 
graund temple into which one passed 
from the warm sunlight of the 
cequestered Venetian plain outside, 

The entrance lies through’ a large 
cave, whose Iceness to o vault is 
increased by the ancient memorial 
slabs of ‘Knights of the ‘Temple, 
brought here from their original 
burlalegrounds.

Many of us amateurs who happen 
to have a gift for tennis—or golf or 
cricket or footbull—and are not pos- 
sessed of large private incomes (and 
few are) make it not only our lives 
but our livelihoods. 


It starts when we are young. If 
we are good lawn-tennls (or golf or 
cricket) players, we get invited to 
affluent houses to which, but for our 
gift, we should never: be bidden at 
all. Perhaps some wealthy player of 
the ‘nineties sees us and thinks that 
anyone who hits so true 4 ball or has 
such a phenomenal back-hand might 
bring victory to his old University, 
and offers to pay our feces. 


So we got up to Oxford or Cam- 
bridge, and we know that our only 
function there Is to play tennis or 
golf or cricket. We must, of course, 
do a littie work but that.docs not 
signify. 


If we are wu little luter in matur- 
ing, we miss the university; but we 
get “taken up” by social sets into 
which we could otherwise never 
dream of penctrating. 


* * 


It is not very long before we are 
faced with a vital choice: to take 
a job suited to our class, our tradi- 
lions, our ordinary wuilitics; or to 
capitalise our genulne gift for our 
game. Probably (since everyone cn- 
joys doing what he does superiative- 
ly well) we are faced with the 
certainty that if we choose the job, 
we shall be cut off from our game 
except for a little exercise on Satur- 
day afternoons and Sundays. 


It takes a bit of doing to refuse 
the flesh-pots (for which, by now, 
we have acquired a taste), the of- 
fluent surroundings, indolent com- 
pany, the flattery, the lionising. So 
most of us fall. 


Be we do not turn professional. 
Dear me, no! If you turn professional 
at a game, you do not live so well or 
mnke nearly s0 much money as you 
do as on amateur. If you quote onc 
or two super-aces, such as Perry, 
Vines, Tilden, well, they are the ex- 
ceptions who prove the rule. They 
their money out of giving 
exhibition; not as the usuol rub of 
pros.

TURN OF THE HEAD AS 
SWING STARTS 


(By a Special Correspondent) 


Because of being regarded os 
one of the weakest members of 
the United States Walker Cup 
team, the victory of Charles 
Yates in the British Amateur 
championship came as a surprise 
not only to his colleagues, but to 
the golfing public. Personally, 
his success did not surprise mec, 
though his style and methods ore 
not, at first sight, impressive. 

Indeed, the converse js the case, 
and this, 1 think, is where most 
peopte went wrong, Forming a judg- 
ment of a player's worth from style 
alone is often misleading. Don Brad- 
man ts not the perfect stylist, -but he 
gets the runs, Yates’s swintt is not 
ideal, but he produces the figures. 
After all, that is the acid test Jn 
either game. 

In the matter of style, we cannot 
ol be a Jones or a Cotton, though 
In their case each has a totally differ- 
ent swing—classical of its type. But 
what docs it matter s0 long as the 
results are the same? By compari- 
son, Yates's style is Inciegant, and 
because It lacks something of smooth- 
ness and rhythm false conclusions 
are drawn. “ 

Fundamentally, there cannet be 
very much amiss with the methods 
of o player possessing so goo! a 
record ag that of Yates. He has been 
the national inter-collegiate _cham- 
pion, Georgla State and Western 
champion—a major titlh—and_ lead~ 
ing amateur in the famous Masters’ 
tournament; ond he is only twenty- 
four years of age. Yates is the play- 
ing partner of R. T. Jones, and just 
before leaving for England the new 
champlon accomplished score of 
64—cight strokes under par—at East 
Lake, Atianta. 

It is a.safe assumption that if there 
had been anything radically wrong 
with Yates’s style it would have been 
corrected by Jones. The fact that it 
has not lends one to suppose that, 
in the main essentials, the swing is 
sound. None knows better than 
Jones that no two people can swing 
the: club alike, and that to attempt 
to make them do so Is asking for 
trouble, Boiled down, all that matters 
is getting the clubhead square to. the 
ball at impact, and hitting with the 
maximum of spetd and power of 
which the player is capable. 


FASCINATING ANALYSIS 


In the case of Yates, these require- 
ments are met, but they are achieved 
in a different way from that of Jones. 
To me, the methods of a new cham- 
pion ore a fascinating subject for 
analysis, for there Is always some~ 
thing to be learned. In this respect 
Yates is no exception; Indeed, he 41s 
more interesting than a good many 
previous champions. 

" Let me aot once, dispel the notion 


: that, because Yates and Jones Iearn- 


ed their game on the same course and 
play a lot together, there is much in 
common in thelr styles and methods. 
In a gencral sense there is ttle or 
nothing in common, but in one ar two 
particulars which I regardj. as not 
unimportant there is a distinct siml- 
larity. ‘

As the strength of the aun increnses, sheep 
feel the weight of their fleeces and are glad 
to be rid of them. The shearer follows a 
skilled and ancient craft. 


To-day we were among the flock of about 
450 crosa-bred ewes and lambs belonging to 
oung Mr. J. F. U. Thomas, Stoke Farm, 
roadchalke, Wiltshire. 


His flock grazes upon a thousand wide acres 
of upland pasturcs that can fatten a sheep 
without the aid of trough or cake tub, Find- 
ing that their ahephicca: Bert Gulliver 
(Mackie, to his confederates) was across at 
Knowle Farm, Bowerehalke, we went over 
the valley.

War-Wrecked Cathedral 
Re-Consecrated 


. Rheims, July 10. 

The city was beflagged to-day 
when. the great martyred 
Cathedral of Rheims, which has 
been rebuilt following its partial 
destruction twenty years ago in 
the Great War, was officially re- 
consecrated by Cardinal Em- 
manuel Suhard, Archbishop of 
Rheims. ; 

The oficial opening ceremony was 
performed in the presence of many 
celebrated . people, , including M. 
Albert Lebrun, the President of 
France, Marshal Petaln, the famed 
Defender of Verdun, members of the 
French Senate and House of Deputies, 
59 Cardinals, Archbishops, 'Bighops 
and a host of other distinguished pre~ 
Intes, Cardinal Hinsley, Archbishop of 
Westminster and many British peers 
and members of the House of Com- 
mohs. 

Much of the work of reconstructing 
the shattered Cathedral was perform- 
ed by Cardinal Suhord, who succced- 
ed the war-time Archbishop, Cardinal 
Lucon The famous building had 
been left a mere shell after four years 
of German bombardment and several 
fires, but Cardinal Suhard obtained 
the assistance of the Rockefeller and 
other American benefactors, and 
finally completed the restoration 
shortly before he was admitted to the 
college of Cardinals in 1935, 

The Archbishop of Rheims, in his 
sermon to-da eferring to the forth- 
coming: Paris visit of King George VI 
and Queen Elizabeth declared that 
France would never forget — her 
friends, and Parls would demonstrate 
this with fervour in u few days, 

A three-lay festival to celebrate 
the restoration of the Cathedral began 
on Friday, when Mr, William C, 
Bullitt, the United States Ambiassador 
to France, was mode an honorary 
citizen of Rhetms in recognition of 
the many benefits bestowed upon the 
town by Americans, 

The celebrations Included a 12th 
Century mystery play and the flood-

branch of Britlsh Freemasonry which |’ 


now bears their name. The original 
Knights Templars, founded in Jeru- 
palem in a.v. 1119, made it thelr 
covert ambition to rebuild the 
Temple of Solomon on_the lines laid 


down by the Prophet Ezekicl. They }, 


hoped thereby to shift the centre of 
the Christinn world from Rome to 
Jerusalem, and were sceretly leaguecd 
with the Patrlarch of that city in 
the aim of supplanting the Papacy. 

The broadmindedness which they 
affected for thig purpose brought 
them ‘into contact with the occult 
sects of the East. The leaders of the 
Templars were initiated into the 
secrets of the Jewish Cabbala, and 
eventually the inner circles of the 
Order adopted the worship of 
Baphomet, a panthcist figure whom 
they propitiated with peculiar rites. 

And now this, perhaps the last idol 
Jeft in Europe, stands forsaken in a 
pit benenth the garden of a shuttered 
Italian country house, and the boys 
and girls of the village, on Sunday 
afternoons, do their courting or play 
their games in the dork chambers 
where the latter-day Templars once 
took their ouths and celebrated their 
mysteries.

Mr. H. B. Butler has just 
published the lastof’the Annual 
Reports of the International 
Labour Organisation for which 
he will be responsible, for he is 
leaving Geneva before the end 
of this year to take up his new 
appointment at Oxford. These 
Annual Reports have always 
been eagerly looked forward to 
by internationalists and econo- 
mists not only because they con- 
tain the history of the LL.O, 
during the past year, but even 
more perhaps because of their 
invaluable and impartial survey 
of economic and industrial con- 
ditions prevailing throughout 
the world. The Report for 1937 
ig no exception ‘to the rule. To 
many the chief points of interest 
may well lie in such assertions,

It. should be _ addressed, 
marked “Urgont. and Overdue,” 
to the Universities of Oxford 
and Cambridge, neither of which 
hag ever decided that its duty 
as guardian of our culture 
clamoured for the establishment 
of a permanent professional 
orchestra. : 

That is a shameful state of 
affairs, and has amazed'many a 
distinguished foreign musician 
who has attended at either 
university to receive an 
honorary degree in music. My 
decree would require it to be set 
right. 

If that seems a trifling reform 
to come so carly on a dictator’s 
list, let me point out that it is 
important because it is a 
symptom of what may be called 
the “official” attitude to music 
in England. 

Music is the only art that is 
treated here as anybody’s job, 
free to flourish where some 
brilliant impresario likes to 
court bankruptcy or a wealthy 
private patron cares to lavish on 
it his wealth: equally free to 
languish and die if private 
enterprise cannot keep it alive. 

Next J should instruct a.l 
towns and cities with popula- 
tions of 100,000 or more to set 
up civic orchestras. These 
orchestras would give Promen- 
ade concerts six times a week 
throughout the entire year. 

At least one in ten of these 
concerts should include a work 
for choir and orchestra: and so 
I should make sure that our 
magnificent choirs were rescued 
from the slough into ‘which some 
of them slipped when brond- 
casting began. 

Probably you are burning to 
tell me that my decree would 
mean setting up about 500 
orchestras giving nightly con- 
certs. Quite so; and why not? 
Is it too much to assign to music

That is not'an isolated case. ‘ 


I have a fine orchestra of keen’ 
‘amateurs in Hull, Only tre- 
mendous enthusiasm keeps it 
going, for the city cares so little 
about it that it will not even give 
it a place in which to reheurse. 

My drummer there is 9 school- 
master. I have met him on a 
rehearsal’ evening trundling his 
drums in a’ wheclbarrow, for 
there is no place where he can 
leave them. Could keenness be 
greater, or civic indifference 
more cynical? 

My next decree should require 
fair play for church organists. 
It is impossible to exaggerate 
our debt to these musicians. 

Wherever there is a church 
there ‘is an organist, and more 
often than not he is the man 
who organises and conducts the 
local choir, orchestra and opera 
society. Yet even to-day, the 
church organist is treated as a 
nonentity. , 

In the official life of the 
church he is merely the parson’s 
unrecognised — servant. Even 
the Enabling Act of 1924, which 
recognised the rights of the 
verger, conferred on the or- 
ganist and choirmaster no rights 
whatever. My decree should 
make him the parson’s partner 
in the service of God. 


Brings Happiness 
SCHOOLS should come 
ext on my list. The 
trouble With music in schools is 
that it is still regarded as an 
“extra” or a “frill.” That is 
sheer unenlightened nonsense. 

It is not obvious that some 
mensure of understanding of 
music would add to the bright- 
ness and happiness of almost 
everybody’s life? Regarded 
simply as a study, music is as 
good ain intellectual discipline as 
any subject in the school cur- 
riculum: considered as a cultural 
asset, it holds’a place second to 
none. ; 

Why, then, does music occupy 
so modest a place in the minds 
of educationists? And, believe 
me, it does. 

I know you can point to official 
reports to show that ‘the Board 
of. Education smiles on music, 
but I, and every other choir con- 
ductor, can tell you that the 
great mass of young folk emerge 
from the schools wihthout being 
able to sing at sight a simple 
melodic line, ve ‘ 
“Our schools are still turning 
out people who are musically 
illiterate. They should hear 
from. the Musical Dictator! 


Encourage Composers 


: PERHAPS a dictator ought 
not to seek to.impose his 
will on composers, although it 
would appear that modern 
Russia does not share that 
view.

In additlon to 
prisoner, the domestic staff consisted 
of a wash amah, a coolle, a gardener, 
and a chrifeur, who did not . ive 
there, 


TOLD TO GO 


During his cmployment, prisoner's 
work os a cook had been satisfactory 
but his worl as a houseboy left much 
to be desired. A few months before 
the murder, his work had deterlorat- 
ed to such an extent that both Mr. 
and Mrs, Challinor had to ‘repri- 
mind kim for his ineMeiency, and 
Indeed on one occasion they went 50 
fay nos to tell htm to look for another 
job. Prisoner, however, preferred 
to remuin and he did, unfortunately 
as ft now turned out to be, stay 
until May 4, when Mrs. Challinor 
was murdered, : 

Some little time before these 
events, Mra. Challinor had = made 
arrangements to go to England to 
visit her daughter, who was altend- 
‘ing school there. It wos intended 
(that she should Jeave on May 29, re- 
turning on November 6. Arrange- 
ments had been made to sub-let the 
house during her absence, and when 
Mr, Challinor was paying the servants 
their wages on April 30 be pave to 
each of them a month's notice, ler- 
minating their employment. 

The notlee which he gave to 
prisoner stated that his services 
would no longer be required os the 
incoming tenants were bringing a 
cook of their own, The coolle also 
received oa notice, but this was 
couched {n somewhat different terms 
—that his services would be retained 
by fhe new tenants subject to a trial 
period of two weeks. 


PRISONER UPSET 


Prisoner appeared to be somewhat 

| upset on receiving the notice, and on 
the following day he spoke to Mr. 
Challinor, saying he was sorry he 
‘was belng discharged. Mr, Challinor 
pointed out the new tenants were 
bringing their own cool. 

On May 3, prisoner again spoke to 
Mr. Challlnor, repeating his regret 
that he was being discharged and 
asked for o reference. Mr. Challinor 
did not answer there and then, but 
he discussed the matter with his wife 
and: the following day he told 
prisoner that his work was unsatis- 
factory and therefore he could not 

“conscientiously give him ao reference. 
Prisoner apptared disappointed and 
went away. Later he voiced his 
disappointment to the coolie, saying: 
“You are lucky to get your job. I 
shall Jose mine.” 

About 8 p.m. on May 4, went on 
Mr. Whyatt. prisoncr said to the 
coolle. in the kitchen: “You had 

_. better do me justice,” The coolfe did 
not. understand what he meant, and 
accordingly pressed prisoner for an 
explanation. Prisoner replied: “You 
have been telling people I itm suffer- 
Ang from leprosy,” ndding that the 
coolie had teld the “Missie.” This 
was denied by the coolic, who offered 
to go e@ Missic herself and repent 
his denial before her. Accused did 
not wish to go and the matter was 
then dropped. 


COOLIE INVOLVED 


Dinner was served about 8.15 p.m. 
and nothing unteward happened 
during the meal. Mr. and Mrs. 
Challinor were dining alone, and after 
dinner they went to the study. 
Whilst they were having coffee, the 
coolle came into the room and sald 
something which was unintelligihic 
‘and which ‘neither of them could 
understand...On returning to the 
kitchen, the coolic told prisoner that 
Mr. and Mrs, Challinor had said he 
did not say anything nbout it. 

Prisoner then went to the study, 
and on arriving he sald: “You say 
that I say coolic pock man." Mr. 
Challinor did not understand — this 
remark. but asked accused why he

White prisoner was visiting: whis 
clansmun, Mr. and Mrs. Chailinor 
were retiring to bed. Mrs. Challinor 
went to bed about 10,30 p.m., follow- 
ed by her husband half an hour 
Tater. The bed nenrest to the door 
was occupied .by Mr, Challinor .and 
the one nearest to the window by 
his wife. The door was left slightly 
ajar. with a screen drawn in’ front 
of the opening. 


VOICE IN NIGHT 


In the middle of the night, about 
4 am., Mr, Chailinor was suddenly 
nwakened by the voice of his wife, 
saying, “Boy, boy, don’t be silly.” 
He sat up in bed and saw his wife 
sitting on her own with prisoner 
standing with his back to the mantel- 
piece and armed with a Isnife in cach 
hand. Mb, Challinor jumped out and 
after pressing the bell-push went to 
his wife's bed, placing himself be- 
tween prisoner and her. He said to 
prisoner: “Let’s be sensible, boy. 
You know what will happen if you 
injure missic and me.” Accused re- 
plicd: “You say [ sitty. I nm not 
silly, I kill you,” and then tool onc 
or two paces towards them. 


STRUCK REPEATEDLY 


Mrs. Challinor suddenly sprang out 
of bed towards the window, with 
her husband serambling after her. 
Prisoner, on seeing this, leapt for- 
ward, ond struck Mrs. Challinor on 
the left breast with a knife. She 
immediately collapsed. while her 
husband = prappled with prisoner. 
During the struggle, prisoner struck 
Mrs. Challinor continuously. 

Eventually, Mr. Challinor succeed- 
ed in pressing prisoner fave down- 
wards on the floor, and then calicd 
out to his wife to go to the telephone. 
Mrs. Challinor made as if to ‘rise 
but collapsed again, Prisoner con- 
tinued to struggle and after fighting 
for some time, he succeeded in re- 
raining his fect. He then made jabs 
with a ienife at Mr. Challinor, who 
however managed to throw him on 
the floor agatn, and catching hold of 
prisoncr’s wrists, he said to him: 
“Be sensible, boy. You have already 
killed missie; now you are trying 
to kill me.” Prisoner repiied: “1 
killed missle, now I kill you,” and 
the struggle continued. Finally pri- 
soner lost his grip on the knives, 
and picking one up Mr. Challinor 
pummeled his head with the handle 
of it. Finding htmself disarmed, 
prisoner ran out of the room. 


CALLED FOR HELP 


Mr. Challinor immediately went to 
the bell push, and pressed it in the 
hope of attracting attention, but there 
‘wos no response. He went to the 
window to call the amah and the 
fardener, but stil no one heard 
him. He then proceeded to the 
telephone in the hall and called up 
Central Police Station. In a few 
minutes the Emergency Unit was 
called up and assistance was on its 
way. After telephoning the Police, 
Mr, Challinor communicated with Dr. 
Durran because he himself was badly 
wounded and was in urgent need of 
medical attention. Whilst he was so 
doing, he saw prisoner walking up 
and down in the extreme end of the 
path. 


At 4.15 am, the coolle who had 
gone out had returned from town and 
whilst he was In his room he heprd 
a noise of the gate being cither fosed 
or opened. This was followed im- 
mediately by footsteps. The door 
was suddenly opened and the coolle, 
who was with the gardener, saw 
prisoner, who was carrylng a 
hammer, covered with blood from 
head to foot. He had a Chinese 
jacket on, but no trousers or under 
clothes. ‘ 


DETECTIVES ARRIVE 


Prisoner attempted to strike them. 
but they ran away. They went to 
Stubbs Road and were on the way to 
the Gough Hill Police Station to make 
a report, when they met two Chinese 
detectives. When the detectives 
arrived at the scene, they rahg the 
front door bell, and whilst waiting for 


an answer one of them fashed his |. 


torch around. As the beam of Nght 
was finshed on to the roof, they saw 
the figure of a mun crouching near 
the rain pipe. Immediately the ght 
fell on the figure, the man jumped 
and landed about 15 fect or so below 
on the conerecte path. The detectives 
rushed up and saw prisoner, who was 
still covered with blood from head 
to foot. When asked why he jump- 
ed down, prisoner replied: “I attack~ 
ed master; the coolle attacked missle 
and the gardener kept watch.” 
Meanwhile, Dr. Durran was attend- 
ing to Mr, Challinor who was later 
taken to the War Memorial Hospital. 
After the Police had arrived, a 
thorough exaominatlon was made of 
the house, and everything in the bed- 
room was found tv be spattered with 
blood. There were also two Imives 
ond accused’s trousers ond under 
garment. : 


On the roof was found a blood- 
stained hammer and.o neckless beor 
bottle, which. was apparently taken 
from the refrigerator, for the handie 
of it bore blood stains.

He scrambled 
after her and prisoner, spotting this 
move, leapt forward and drove the 
Ienife stralght at Mrs. Challinor, who 
immediately collapsed. 

Witness pulled prisoner to the floor, 
and while they were struggling, ace 
cused kept jabbing at Mrs. Challinor. 
After witness had spread-cagled 
prisoner, he called to his wife to 
fo to the telephone, She attempted 
to rise but falled. 

“Prisoner and 1," continued wit- 
“struggled for a while. Then 
entually found ourselves on cur 

feel. He was sul! armed. He kept 
jabbing at me with the Knives and 
I was trying to ward off the blows. 
I eventually closed with him and we 
both fell to the fidor. I got hold 
of both his wrists and in this posl- 
tion I sald to him, ‘Boy, this is all 
very silly. Missic Ifes in that corner 
killed by you, now you are trying 
to Idll me. He replied quite calmly: 
‘I kitled Missie; now I kill you.’ We 
continued to struggle and eventually 
we got up again. [ picked up ’a 
rattan chair with which I crashed 
over hls head but this made no Im- 
pression at all, 1 closed with him 
again. We both fell heavily to the 
floor, which was coveretl with blood 
and silppery. We kept on struggling 
and I bit him on the cheek. He 
winced and tried to shake me off but 
I hang on to him like a bull-dog to 
another.” 


ALLOWED MAN TO RISE 
Witness sald he got hold of. the 
nccused’s left wrist and forced him 
to let go of the knife. This witness 
picked up with his damaged right 


hand, transferred it to his sound Ieft |. 


hand and struck accused several 
‘times of the head with the handle. 
‘Witness then rose to his feet and 
'nilowed accused to do the sime as 
witness wus then feeling very weary. 
Accused dodged past him and ran 
out of the room. Witness closed and 
locked the bedroom door and rang 
the bell, but there was no response. 
He then opened the window and call- 
ed for the gardener and amah, but 
there was still no response. 

Unlocking the bedroom door, wit- 
ness went to the telephone and cniled 
the police. After reporting to them, 
witness telephoned and got Dr. 
Durran. While he was telephoning, 
witness saw accused walking up and 
down the concrete pathway outside 
the house, and the man scemed_ to 
be calm and unperturbed. On Dr. 
Durran's arrival, witness was re- 
moved to the War Memorial Hospital. 

Mr, Macnamara: When you were 
at the Magistracy you said” accused 
seemed to be ngitated. Can you ex- 
pinin the difference with what you 
have just said? 

Witness: To my mind he looked 
quite calm. 

Why did you tcll the’ Magistrate 
he looked agitated?—I am afraid I 
made a mistake at the Magistracy. 

At various times in your state- 
ment, you described the accused as 
stupid, very difficult and as im- 
possible on one otcasion?—I have 
said that. 


OF LOW MENTALITY 

Is that true?—Perfectly. :

During the 15 
minutes struggle with accused while 
he was armed, witness had been, for 
about 10 of those minutes, severely 
wounded, and loosing blood rupidly. 

Asked what he thought would have 
happened if they both hag been 
fighting with their bare fists only, 
witness said that in that case, ac- 
cused would have been very un- 
fortunate. .

COOLIE’S EVIDENCE

Many of us amotcurs who happen 
to have a gift for tennls—or golf or 
ericket or football—and are not pos- 
sessed of large private incomes (and 
few ore) make {t not only our lives 
but our livellhoods. 


It starts when we are young. If 
we are good lawn-tennis (or golf or 
cricket) players, we get invited to 
affluent houses to which, but for our 
gift, we should never be bldden at 
oll. Perhops.some wealthy player of 
the ‘nineties sees us and thinks that 
anyone who hits so true a ball or has 
such a phenomenal back-hand might 
bring victory to his old University, 
and offers to pay our feces. 


So we got up to Oxford or Cam- 
bridge, and we know that our only 
function there !s to play tennis or 
golf or cricket. We .nust, of course, 
do a little work but that does not 
signify. 


I we are a little later In matur- 
ing, we miss the university; but we 
get “taken up” by social sets into 
which we could) otherwise never 
dream of penetrating.

It is not very long before we.are 
faced with oa vital choice: to take 
a job suited to our class, our tradi- 
tions, our ordinary abilities; or to 
capitalise our genuine gift for our 
game. Probably (since everyone en- 
joys doing what he does superlative- 
ly well) we are faced with thd 
certainty that if we choose the job, 
we shall be cut off from our game 
except for a ttle exercise on Satur- 
day afternoons and Sundays.

SOME SIMILARITIES TO 
. R. T. JONES 


TURN OF THE HEAD AS 
SWING STARTS 


(By a Special Correspondent) 


Because of being regarded as 
one of the weakest members_of 
the United States Walker Cup 
team, the victory of Charles 
Yates in the British Amatcur 
championship came as a surprise 
not only to his colleagues, but to 
the golfing public. Personally, 
his success did not surprise me, 
though his style and methods are 
not, at first sight, impressive. 

Indeed, the converse 1s the cnse, 
and this, I think, is where most 
people went wrong. Forming a judg- 
ment of a player's worth from style 
algne is often misleading. . Don Brad- 
man is not the perfect stylist, but he 
gets the runs; Yates’s swing js not 
fdeal, but he produces the figures. 
After all, that ig the acld test in 
elther game. 


In the matter of style, we cannot 
all be a Jones or a Cotton, though 
in their case each has a totaliy differ 
ont swing—classival of Its type. But 
what docs it matter so long as the 
results are the same? By compari~ 
on, Yates’s style .{s inelegant, and 
because it lacks something of smooth- 
ness and rhythm false conclusions 
are drawn. . 

Fundamentally, there cannot be 
very much amiss with the methods | 
of a player possessing so good a 
record as that of Yates. He has been 
the national inter-collegiate cham- 
pion, Georgin State and Western 
champlon—a major titlo—~and lead- 
Ing amateur in the famous Masters’ 
tournament; and he ts only twenty- 
four years of age. Yates fs the play- 
ing partner of R, T. Jones, and just 
before leaving for England the new 
champion accomplished a score of 
04—eight strokes under par—at East 
Lake, Atlanta. 

Tt is a safe assumption that if there 
had been anything radically wrong 
with Yates’s style {t would have been 
corrected by Jones. The fact that it 
has not leads one to suppose that, 
in the main essentials, the swing is 
sound. None knows better than 
Jones that no two people can swing 
the club alike, and that to attempt 
to make.them do so is asking for 
trouble, Boiled down, all that matters 
Is getting the clubhead square to the 
bal! at impact, and hitting with the 
maximum of speed and power of 
which the player fs capable, 


FASCINATING ANALYSIS 


In the case of Yates, these require- 
mentg are met, but they are achieved 
ina different way from that of Jones. 
To me, the methods ‘of’a new cham- 
pion are,a fascinating subject for 
analysis, for there is always 'some- 
thing to be learned. In this respect 
Yates is no exception; indeed, he is 
more interesting than o good many 
previous champions. ‘ en 

Let mec at once dispel the notion 
that, because Yates and Jones learn- 
ed thelr game on the same course and 
play a lot together, there is much in 
common in their styles and methods. 
In a general sense there is little or 
nothing in common, but in one or two 
particulars which I regard as not 
unimportant there is a distinct simi- 
larity, ot 

Many golfers have had an oppor- 
tunity of seelng Jones in action and 
have marveled at his glorious swing 
—the slow, almost lazy backward 
movement with the hands carried 
high and the wrists perfectly 
“cocked”; the clubhead taken below 
the horizontal potnt; the full turn of 
the shoulders, and the winding-up of 
the hips; the unhurried downward 
swing ond the sweeping away of the

After’ repeated 
fallures In frontal nttacks, they suc- 
eecded in forcing the Chinese to re- 
treat In a flanking move. 


Yuangcheng, it js recalled, was only 
recently regained by the Chincse 
troops after a long sicge followed by 
ohot engagement in which 500 Japan- 
esc were Killed and much military 
equipment seized. 


Giving up their attempt to hold 
the town, the Japanese garrison at 
Yangcheng finally broke through the 
Chinese cordon nncl retreated enst- 
ward, leaving behind many dead and 
quantities of ammunition. The 
Chinese entered Yangcheng on the 
heels of the Jnpunese retreat. Now 
they have sbandoned the place once

“His Majesty the King is suffering froin a ‘mild 
attack of gastric influenza, which will necessitate rest 
for the next few days, especially in view of His 
Majesty’s projected visit to France.” 


It is understood, that there is authority for. stating 
that the prospects of. His Majesty visiting France as|. 
originally planned are excellent. 

It is understood that the King has a slight tempera- 
ture, which developed last. night. 


Sir John Weir snd Lord Dawson 
of Penn to-day motored to the Royal 
Lodge at Windsor, where the King 
was spending the week-end, and saw 
His Majesty, the Bulletin being issued 
shortly afterwards. 

Jt is learned that the King Is re- 
maining in bed to-day, and is likely 
to slay In bed for the next day or 
two.
